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Jim Hester to run for one of 


James Hester, who has been on the Planning 
Commission for seven years, has opted to take 
out nomination papers for one of the three City 
Council seats to be available this spring. 

"I feel I have something to offer and I want 
to do my part for Sierra Madre," he said Tues¬ 
day. "Having been on the Planning Conunission 
probably helps me to know what keeps Sierra 
Madre unique." 

Six years ago, Hester ran, unsuccessfully, for 
the council and he pointed to friends who have 
urged him to run this year. "Had they not pushed 
me perhaps I wouldn’t have run. However, there 
are several issues that are very important to this 


town. 1 believe we need to maintain the foothill 
village atmosphere of Sierra Madre. That cannot 
be maintained by building huge houses on small 
lots. When people build houses of that size it 
overpowers the neighborhood and antagonizes the 
neighbors, destroying good will. You have to 
have things in perspective. People must be re¬ 
spectful of their neighbors." 

Hester said that neighborhocxls retained, as 
they are in Sierra Madre, tend to help pull people 
together. "People talk to each other. Neighbors 
know each other. Big houses with big walls make 
the town look like Beverly Hills. When neighbors 
know each other, they don’t need that (the big

walls)." 


Hester, who is 48, said that revitalization of 
downtown is dear to his heart. "People have been 
working on that for sometime but 1 haven’t seen 
a lot of progress. 1 may not have the answers but 
it’s time we direct our energies in that direction." 

He continued, "Let’s get the business people 
and the landlords together and say, ‘What can we 
do?’ 1 have some ideas but 1 don’t want to force 
people downtown to do what they don’t want. 1 
would suggest that they stay open longer. Most 
people work outside of Sierra Madre and don’t 
get home until after 6. What good is it if a shop

Tony Clark to run for council on advice of friend 


Tony Clark, 55, was urged to run for City 
Council next spring on the advice of Elizabeth 
Cleveland who also volunteered to be his cam¬ 
paign manager. 

Why is Clark, who took out his nomination 
papers Tuesday, running for the four-year office 
of City Council? 

"Elizabeth Cleveland, who knows me and 
has worked with me said, ‘1 think you should 
run’ so 1 decided to go ahead and do it. She 
thinks the council could use a new, young 
voice." 

Clark works part-time at the Main* Street 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Clark said he hopes to do something about 
the four to five blocks on the west side of town. 
"It’s kind of falling apart and needs to be put 
back up in line with everyone else. It’s not a 
question ol change. It’s a matter of cosmetics and 
getting into the ’90s. Money’s tight and the 
consumers are not spending. The residents and 
chamber must get together and bring pride into 
the community. There’s a looseness even in the 
committees. They don’t work close together. 
They need more teamwork." 

He said he would bring "an objective voice 
rather than a subjective voice" to his decisions. "1 
would do what’s best for Sierra Madre." 

He noted that Sierra Madre used to be "the 
safest city in the U.S. and now it’s fourth. I’m 


interested in keeping graffiti and drugs out of the 
city." 

Clark said he knew Ron Hutson, formerly 
director of the Main Street Chamber, and at one 
time there was talk to buy the Sierra Madre 
Playhouse. Clark said he thought it might work 
for the city to purchase the playhouse. He said 
that there is a lot of space there that could be 
used for other projects, more than Just for a 
weekend playhouse. 

When asked what the city would use for 
money for such a project. Clark said that perhaps 
the City could work a lea.,e option to buy with the

Park House closed 
for construction, 
Jan. 24 to June 30 

Senior Citizen Center at 222 West Sierra 
Madre Blvd. will be closed from Jan. 24 to June 
30, for seismic retrofitting, according to Sierra 
Madre Department of Parks and Recreation. 

As outlined by the City Council in the Unre¬ 
inforced Masonry (URM) Building Seismic Haz¬ 
ard Mitigation Ordinance No. 1059, retrofitted 
structures must be completed on or before Jan. 
29. However, due to lack of funding and possible 
exemption for its historical significance, the 
Senior Center compliance has not been met. 

Initial construction plans are being designed 
while city staff works closely with Senior Citizen 
groups and facility users to relocate regularly 
scheduled activities. 

The City Council approved the initial funding 
of $5000 to begin preliminary engineering. The 
total cost of the improvement is unknown at this 
time. Additional funding will be available 
through a discretional grant program funded from 
Proposition A. "Safe Neighborhood Parks" of 
1992. 

Immediate plans will be made to remove the 
contents of the Senior Center during the week of 
Jan. 24. Beginning Jan. 31, the city will conduct 
the initial demolition of the dirt-filled walls. 

Donna Harriman, recreation supervisor, said 
that every effort will be made "to ensure that the 
improvements are expedited as quickly as possi¬ 
ble to revive the Senior Center and its regular 
activities." 


cycle their Christmas trees on Monday and Tues¬ 
day, Jan. 3 and 4, depending on the green waste 
days. We.stern Waste Industries will be collecting, 
the trees at curbside. Trees need not fit into the 
green waste container. 

Trees should be clean without tinsel, orna¬ 
ments, wooden stands and nails. Trees over five 
feet tall must be cut in half Flocked trees will be 
picked up as trash, and will not be recycled be¬ 
cause of the chemical composition of the flocking 
which interferes with recycling. 

Trees collected from Sierra Madre residents 
will be transported by Western Waste Industries 
to the California Institution for Men (State Pris¬ 
on) in Chino. The recycling company has an a- 
greeinent with the California Department of Cor¬ 
rections to provide on-the-Job training for in¬ 
mates. Western Waste is leasing a portion of the 
Chino Correctional Facility as a green waste 
processing site. 

The facility is equipped to grind and screen 
more than 300 tons of trees and green waste per 
day. Inmates are paid prevailing wages. By law. 


their earnings must first be applied to repay the 
state for cost of incarceration, restitution n 

victims of fne crime, and support of the inmalc.^■ 
families. Any additional money left i>ver must ol 
placed in a saving s account, accessible ndy aft> i 
their release. Only one-fifth of their salary can be 
used as current disposable income. 

After the trees are crushed and ground ini ' 
particles, the smallest of the particles u iU be <eni 
to a co-compo.sting facility. Organic matter uill 
be added and then spread in long rows, .\ giant 
rototiller-type piece of machinery straddles the 
rows and turns the mixture. After four months, 
the resulting product is further blended with fir 
barks and other minerals. This mixture is aged 
for a couple more months producing a nialeri:il 
that looks much like rich topsoil, making an a/ 
alia-camellia mix for acid-loving plants. 

Western Waste will prepare larger sized pat 
tides for use as landscape cover, mulch for w eed 
abatement, and irrigational purposes for commer¬ 
cial and consumer lawn care.

So you like to hike in some of South¬ 
ern California’s more beautiful wilds. 

A favorite summer pastime for 
Southern Californians is hiking in the 
nearby mountains of the Angeles Nation¬ 
al Forest. The Friends of Big Santa 
Anita Canyon offer the following "hiking 
hints" to make your hike more enjoy¬ 
able. 

• Wear good hiking shoes to prevent 
slipping and stone bruises. 

• Lcmg pants and long sleeved shirts 
give protection from brush and bugs. 

• A broad brimmed hat gives you a 
personal patch of shade. 

• A hiking stick is very helpful on 
rough trails and in crossing streams. 
(Old ski poles work very well.) 

• Take water, one quart per person 
minimum, for a half-day hike. 

• Tell someone where you are going 
and when you will be returning. 

• Learn to identify poison oak and how 
to avoid it. 

• Never place your hands or feet 
where you can’t see, such as in the 
spaces between rocks or fallen logs. 
Rattlesnakes and other creatures live 
in those places. 

• Stay on trails, don’t short cut. You 
could fall easily and slide down the 
mountain. Short cuts also cause ero¬ 
sion and loss of plant life. 

• Take a plastic grocery bag with you 
to collect trash dropped along the 
trails by those less trail-wise. 

• Enjoy your hike, take your time and 
observe what is around you. You 
may see things you have never seen 
before. 

• A hike is not a race. A slower pace 
is better for your heart and internal 
cooling systems. 

If you want to join other hikers. 
Friends of Big Santa Anita Canyon of¬ 
fers a Wednesday Evening Hike for 
"Friends" as well as the public. These 
are social hikes paced for relaxation and 
last approximately two hours. 

To reach Chantry Flat, take the 210 
Freeway to Santa Anita Avenue in Ar¬ 
cadia. Travel north on Santa Anita Ave¬ 
nue which ends in the parking lot at 
Chantry Flat.

e During Bill of Rights Month we need to 
turn our attention to a woman who made it 
all happen. Are you aware of a woman 
whose name is Mercy Otis Warren? She’s 
the one who convinced the founding fathers 
to create the Bill of Rights. 

How was a mere woman able to take 
on and accomplish an assignment such as 
that? Well, she wasn’t just any woman. 

Warren had the ear of already-famous peo¬ 
ple since she was the sister of James Otis, a 
prominent American. She was an ardent 
patriot and conducted a political "salon" 
which, these days, would be known as a 
"think tank." 

Warren was an accomplished writer, 
having completed "Adulateur" and "The 
Group," both against the Tories. She fin¬ 
ished the History of the American Revolu¬ 
tion in two volumes in 1805. 

K.S. Anthony did a study on her in 
1958 with a reprint in 1972; Jean Fritz com¬ 
pleted another study of her in 1972. 

She was obviously one of the first 
woman writers and one of the closest to the ‘ 
situation. She helped Samuel Adams draft a 
paper denouncing the Townsend Act. 

Working quietly, surrounded by her 
Five children, she stated her opinions in a 
fiery political pamphlet that changed the 
course of the nation. She was concerned that 
the Constitution gave the government too 
much power. When James Madison read her 
treatise, he agreed and led the push for the 
Bill of Rights which guaranteed every citi¬ 
zen free speech, freedom of religion, the 
right to a jury trial.. .to name a few. 

Mercy Otis was born in 1728, in Barn¬ 
stable, Mass. Girls were rarely educate 
then; however, she became an avid reader 
and continued her reading even after being 
married to farmer James Warren in 1754. 

Even after her husband left to serve 
with George Washington on his staff during 
the Revolutionary War, she kept writing. 

It is ironic that Congress approved the 
Bill of Rights on Sept. 25, 1789, her 61st 
birthday. 

• And now that I’ve given you a bit of 
history, something that needs to be said 
during this last week of Bill of Rights 
Month, there are a couple of other pieces of 
Sierra Madre news to impart. 

• Miles Wagner has started a memorial 
fund in his mother’s name, for Helen Hast¬ 
ings Wagner who died Dec. 23, with a sum 
of $10,000. This fund will assist the Sierra 
Madre Library, where his mother spent 
many of her happiest days. 

Those of you who would also like to 
assist the library may want to remember 
Mrs. Wagner with a contribution at this 
time.

have free sandbags 
mud, debris 


According to Kev Tcharkhoutian, Sierra 
Madre director of public works. Sierra Mad¬ 
reans may have 25 free sandbags for protec¬ 
tion against possible mud slides and debris 
coming down from the bare mountain slopes. 

He added that those who live in the hill¬ 
side areas may have 100 (or as many as they 
need) if a county engineer has surveyed their 
property and explained their needs for a larger 
number of sandbags. 

"If you are really concerned, call the 
county. An engineer will come out, survey 
your property, draw a sketch showing you 
where to place the sandbags to divert the mud 
and debris. You will be given as many sand¬ 
bags as necessary to protect your property," 
Tcharkhoutian said. 

He added that everyone must show proof 
of residence, whether you ask for 25 or more 
sandbags. Those who request more must show 
necessary proof from the county engineers 


that they need more sandbags to protect them. 

Tcharkhoutian said that there is "much 
good coordination and excellent mutual aid 
available to us if and when an emergency oc¬ 
curs." 


Volunteers who wish to assist in filling 
sandbags with earth from the spreading 
grounds should call either Acting City Admin¬ 
istrator Sean Joyce or Tcharkhoutian at 355- 
7135. 


At last week’s City Council meeting, 
Tcharkhoutian said that the Floral Debris 
Basin just north of Sierra Madre has been 
over-excavated by 20 percent. He has talked 
with the Soil Conservation Service of the 
USD A and has requested 15 percent more re¬ 
trofitting, which would increase the amount of 
space available in the Floral Basin by 15 
percent more, making it 35 percent over its 
usual capacity.

Zero Tolerance law through Senate 


A bill, called Zero Tolerance Legislation, 
Senate Bill 689, which goes into effect Jan. 1, 
1994, will allow law enforcement officers to seize 
the driver’s license of any person under 21 years 
of age if the driver has a blood alcohol content 
(BAC) of .01 percent or greater in his/her blood. 

"One alcoholic drink of any kind will put a 
person over the limit. The driver will be required 
to take a preliminary alcohol screening (PAS) 
test. If the driver refuses to take the PAS test, the

license will automatically be suspended," said In¬ 
terim Police Chief John Thurman, Monday. 

Licensed minors found driving with alcohol 
in their systems will automatically lose their 
license for one year, Thurman explained. Minors 
found driving with alcohol in their systems, who 
don’t yet have a driver’s license or who aren’t 
eligible for a license at the time of the violation, 
will he disqualified from applying for a license 
for one year. 

The bill, authored by Senator Quentin Kopp 
of San Francisco and co-authored by Senators 
Leslie. Torres and Hurtt. closes the inconsistency 
of current law that prohibits the purchase of 
alcohol by minors, but imposes no penalty for 
drivers 16-18 caught with a blood alcohol content 
(BAC) of up to .05 percent or above, and impos¬ 
es no penalty for drivers 18-21 caught with a 
blood alcohol content up to .08 percent. 

A driver under 18 with a blood alcohol level 
of .05 to .07 percent can still be arrested and 
prosecuted under Vehicle Code section 23140 and 
fined $100 (with up to $170 in penalty assess¬ 
ments) if convicted. A driver under 21 with a 
blood alcohol level at or above .08 percent can 
be arrested and prosecuted for driving under the- 
influence, concluded Thurman. 


In 1992-93, the Community Redevelopment 
Agency of Sierra Madre did not have sufficient 
funds to pay its existing agency obligations and 
still set aside the balance of its 20 percent, 
$10,364, for its "set aside." The Health and 
Safety Code states that CRAs must set aside that 
amount of their annual tax increment to a low 
and moderate income housing fund. In 1988, the 
CRA projected its annual tax increment through 
2009, which would be $580,819 of the 1988 
bond. After that year, the agency is only respon¬ 
sible for setting aside 20 percent of that amount 
which exceeds the original projections. 

Ordinance No. 1106, which passed the CRA 
and council, was originally adopted in August, 
1974. Subsequent laws required agencies to 
amend their plans and decreed that there must be 
limits contained in the bill: a time limit to incur 
debt, not to exceed November, 2004; establishes 
a time limit on the effectiveness of the plan 
through November, 2014. After ♦hat time, the a- 
gency has no authority to act except to pay pre¬ 
vious debt and enforce existing covenants and 
contracts. 

The ordinance also establishes a November, 
2024 time limit on repayment of debt. After that 
date, the agency cannot pay indebtedness or 
receive tax increment. 


The ordinance also establishes a $75 million 
limitation on tax dollars allocated to the plan. 


The project area consists of Sierra Madre’s 
central business district in the town which equals 
10,810 population. The city was, of course, in¬ 
corporated in 1907. The agency was adopted in 
1974 and has been the governing body, including 
the same members of the City Council, since that 
date. 

One of the improvements is the audio/visual 
installment recently completed. 

The civic center rotunda was replaced a couple 
of years ago. The CRA also has provided finan¬ 
cial support for the Main Street Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Among some of the activities planned for next 
year will be to adopt a housing strategy which 
will combine the development of a city housing 
element and the state redevelopment requirements 
as well as to conduct public relations activities 
with developers and the general public. They also 
hope to solicit interest from potential downtown 
merchants. 

Topmost is the preparation for the development 
of a downtown strategic plan which would, 
hopefully, augment economic interest in down¬ 
town Sierra Madre.

Be kind to pets during holiday season 


As the holidays draw 
near, remember they 
can be a dangerous time 
for family pets. "The 
unusual activity level 
that occurs during the 
holiday season can 
stress out pets as well as 
their owners," says 
Steven McNall, execu¬ 
tive director of The 
Pasadena Humane Soci¬ 
ety. "As if there isn’t 
enough to worry about 
during this time of year, 
pet owners must also be 
concerned with winter 
weather hazards such as 
antifreeze and colder 
nights, and holiday- 
specific hazards such as 
turkey bones and tin¬ 


sel!" continued McNall. 

There are a large 
number of holiday items 
that can be deadly to a 
pet if ingested. Tinsel, 
angel hair, ornament 
hangers, small pieces of 
fabric, plastic, metal 
and wood can be fatal if 
swallowed. Many plants 
are also a threat to a 
pet’s safety because of 
their toxicity. Mistletoe, 
holly and poinsettia 
leaves should be kept 
well out of reach. 

The dinner table can 
also be a source of 
danger to pets. Remem¬ 
ber that many holiday 
foods are high in fat 


and milk and can cause 
diarrhea in dogs and 
cats. Chocolate can be 
toxic to dogs because it 
contains theobromine to 
which they are particu¬ 
larly sensitive. 

Turkey bones should 
not be given as treats 
due to the potential of 
the bones to splinter and 
possibly become lodged 
in the animal’s throat or 
intestine. And of course 
no animal should ever 
be given alcohol. 

As a final suggestion 
for a safe and happy 
holiday season, please 
don’t give an animal as 
a gift. Shelters are full 


of good-intentioned 
"gifts" that the recipient 
did not want or could 
not keep. No matter 
how well you think you 
know someone, a pet is 
a very personal and life¬ 
long investment. Try 
purchasing a gift certifi¬ 
cate from your local 
shelter and wrapping 
that along with food, 
toys, collar, etc. to put 
under the tree. After the 
hectic holidays are over, 
go with your loved one 
to a shelter and help 
pick out the perfect 
companion for them. 
Pets are not toys, so 
please don’t treat them 
like one!

Council seeks development 
services director; passes 
garage sale ordinance fees 


Sierra Madre City Council is seeking an in¬ 
dividual to fill a newly created position, devel¬ 
opment services director, who will head up the 
city’s economic development and planning divi¬ 
sions. The job, which has a filing deadline of 
Friday, Mar. 11, 1994, at 5 p.m., pays $4562 
monthly salary with all the benefits such as 
family health and dental coverage, employee 
vision, life and disability insurance.

council and Planning Commission along with 
other boards and commissions of the city. He or 
she will be the sole staff member assigned to the 
Economic Development Division, working to 
attract businesses to Sierra Madre and developing 
a relationship with current merchants and profes¬ 
sionals to keep those already here. 

In other City Council news, on Tuesday even¬ 
ing they established an initial garage sales permit 
fee schedule of $7.50 processing fee. A $40 fee 
will be assessed for garage sales held without 
obtaining a permit first.
